By the Conqueror's ſurvey Birmingham was rated 


at four hides of land, havirg woods of half a Mile 
g and as much broad; all being then held of the 
faid William Fitz-Auſculf, by one Richard, and va- 
med at 2ol. per an. But that its appellation was o- 
riginally from ſome ancient owner, in the time of the 
Saxons, need not be doubted; the laſt part of it 
(viz. ham) denoting an home, or dwelling, and 
the former manifeſting itſelf to be a proper name. 
Whether the above mentioned Richard was paternal 
anceſtor to thoſe who afterwards aſſumed this place 
for their ſurname, cannot poſitively be affirmed ; but 
certain it is, that the Paganels, who immediately ſuc- 
ceeded William Fitz-Auſcult in the enjoyment of 
Dudley Caſtle, and the ſubſtance of all other his lands 
— it away with other poſſeſhons, to be held by mi- 
itary Service; for in the twelfth of Henry II. amorg 
the kni - ht's fees then certified by Gervale Paganell, 
it appears that Peter de Birmingham held nine of him 
de veteri feoffamento; fo that it is hereby clear, that 
the father of the ſaid Peter, whoſe name was William, 
if not his grandfather, became firit enfeoffed thereof

both the town and its environs are prodigiouſſy popu - 
lous. The town itſelf is ſuppoſed to contain at leaſt 
10,009 perſons, and the neighbourhood for many miles 
round, is like a long ſtraggling village. The trade of 
this and the adjacent places is « hiefly in the iron, ſteel, 
and braſs manufactories, as Jocks, hinges, ſteel buckles, 
ſteel toys, and other heavy articles, the chief (ale of 
which is in Birmingham, ſeated up en the borders of 
this county, and about 14 miles frem hence There is 
the largeſt market in the county kept in'this town, upon 
a Wedneſday for cattle and all kinds of proviſion, &c. 
for which reaſon they have but one fair in the year, 
which is held on the aqth day of June, and which con- 
tinues for five or fix days. | 
There are many diſſeuters, and ſome catholics here, 
the former denomination — — one third of the 
„ are of, who are ally Preſbyterians, they 
ave a meeting houſe, as have the Quakers, but that 
ſect is ſo far reduced (there being but two or three fa- 
milies left) that ſervice is never performed here, except 
once a year, when they aſſemble from the neighbouring 
| ; the Catholics have a chapel, and the Methodiſts 
alſo a place of worſhip here. | 
It being found that the old collegiate church was not 
ſufficient to contain all the members of the eſtabliſhe4 
church, a ſubſcription was raiſed, and an elegant edifice 
began, but in 1758, a fire happened which did da- 
mage to the infide, ſo that it was not fit for conlecration 
till the year 3700, and the money that was to have built 
a ſpire was obliged to be appropriated in making good 
the damage done by the fire, they were therefore obliged 
to make another contribution, by which means a ſpire 
was: railted in 1777. It is a rectory worth about 150l. 
per annum, the revenue being raiſed by the fittings. 
Mr. Stephen Jennings, a merchant taylor, and who 
was in 1608, lord mayor of London, being a native of 
this town, in 1615, erected a ſchool for the education 
of children, and endowed it with the manor of Ruſhock, 
in the county of Warceiter, at that time worth three 
hundred pounds per annum, which he veſted in the 
company of Merchant Tayiors, but they giving only 
the original income of what their lands brought when 
firſt purchaſed, and appropriated the remainder to their 
own uſe, the inhabitants of the town commenced a 
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proſecution againſt them to recover the whole of the 
annual income of the eſtates, and which they have ob- 
tained and alſo that the ſame ſhall hereafter be veſted 
in ſome of the principal inhabitants of the place. 
Here is likewiſe a charity ſchool for children of
